MecDONALD'S BACKS OUT 
，OF GRIEVANCE MEET 


MecDonald's hamburger chain last 
Week backed out of a verbal agree- 
iment made February 22 to meet 
WwWith employees at the Ocean Arve- 
mue outlet and members of the. 
_Haman Rights Commission ( 卫 /W 
Feb. 28). 
一 McDonald's vice president John 
Coons sent a letter to the HRC 
charging that the matters “have 
been taken entirely out of con- 
text by the parties and the press.” 

“Recent discussions with Ocean- 
View-Merced Heights-Ingleside rep- 
Tesentatives have led us to believe 
that they are more concermed with 
issues relating to labor relations 
than they are with matters of im- 
portance to the general commu- 
nity in the OMI district”Coons 
Wirote， 

“Because of this，we have de- 
cided not to participate in further 
discussions.” 

_McDonald's currently employs 
78 workers at 1201 Ocean Ave.， 
most of whom are high school and 
college students. 
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of China before they went there. 
They had heard so much about 
the country that they wanted to 
see it in person. 

“There is an immense sense of 
security and peacefulness on the 
Imainland,”Barbara Jung reflected.

in“In China people were judged 
by whether they served the peo- 
ple”Miss Wong noted.“The peo- 
ple were very frugal and did not 
waste anything. There is a lot we 
could leam in this direction.” 

She gave_ the .example that in 
Hoiping (Kaiping)， 开 wangtung 
province，the home of her ances- 
tors，her relatives made use of 
dishwater to feed pigs，because 让 
was more nutritious than ordinary 
Water. 

All three young women were en- 
thusiastic about their forthcoming 
pamphlet about conditions in 
China intended for the consump- 
tion of overseas Chinese. IThere 
w 刘 l be special reference about 
their home counties in Hoiping， 
Toishan and Chungshan, which are 
about 100 to 150 miles northwest 
of Hong Kong. 

They said they conversed direct- 
ly in Cantonese with their rela- 
tives，but in north China where 
Mandarin and northern dialects 
are spoken they had to depend 
mostly on interpreters supplied by 
the“production brigades.”

“Hi”he said smiling. 
23-year-old Gordon Lew thinks， 
eats and feels like many other 23- 
year-olds. He likes watching girls 
and sports. However, all he can do 
is watch. ， 

Gordon is paralyzed from the 


_neck down. Five years ago he was 


Playing football with some friends 
and injured his spinal cord. Since 
then，he has been confined to 3 
hospital bed and a special wheel- 
chair (了 /W Dec. 20, 1972). 

“This is a water bag. This moves 
myY wheelchair. This is to move 
things and this is for my urine,” 
he -said，explaining the different 
gadgets on his chair that support 
him 

His wheelchair looks like a mon- 
strosity with levers,hoses andbags 
Protruding everywhere. One hose 


has a straw on top and provides 


Gordon with drinking water. An- 
other hose is for his urine. One 
lever has a Plastic mouthpiece. 
Gordon uses this to move things 
around, read, and push buttons oT 
bis special phone. Another lever is 
to move his electric wheelchair. 

To occupy his time,Gordon has 
taken UP Chinese brush painting. 
Since he cannot use his hands， he 
paints with a brush in his mouth.， 
He has won first, third, and honor- 
able mention in two art contests. 

“IT wasnit -doing anything，so 
doctors said t6 do it It's some- 
thing to do，”he said. 

On Fridays，Gordon is being 
tutored in Cantonese， He learns 
Chinese through school books and 
人 ash cards. 

Gordon is currently “living on 
his own”in a flat in the Mission 
District. He lives with another 
paralysis victim，Tony Ramirez， 
and 3a 24-hour attendant，Geno 
Velasco. 

Living in the flat provides Gor- 
don with a little more 位 eedom 
and a feeling of being somewhat 
independent even though it does 
cost more and the food is worse. 

“Trouble is food is so expensive.， 
We buy day-old bread. Ihave food 
stamps. If we run out of money 
we ask around for leftover food 
(which hasn't happened yet).

“During dinner，we starve，、We 
have two meals. We can eat IOre 
at the hospital (Laguna Hondal) 
than at horme. She (an eight-hour 
attendant and orderly) likes 
canned stuff， Next month we 
have three meals and my slster S 
godmother will do the shopping. 
But golly! Canned string beans 一 
that's stupid， ridiculous!”” said 
Gordon. 

Gordon's face is chubby. He has 
a_ double chin. However，the rest 
of his body is thin，smooth and 
sagging because his muscjes arent 
being used and his body is slowly 
deteriorating. 

In his room is a box of elec- 
tronic parts，wWhich he says are 
from whenm he used to take up 
electronics in school. On his 
shelves his clothes are neatly fold- 
ed. On one shelf he has the game 
“Scrabble”and on another he has 
books such as “The Running 
Backs”"and “The Other League.” 

On his desk is a Picture of a 
cross, a Bible，and a book called 
“The Way of Chinese Painting.” 

On his night stand'is a copy of 
the National Geographic and his 
special pushbutton telephone， 
which costs him 412 a month. 
Gordon doesn:'t have to dial; all he 
does is push one button and .an 
operator will respond immediate- 
ly，since the operator knows there 
are handicapped persons jliving 
there. 

In case of an _ emergency，hbis 
front door has a sticker to let fire- 
men know that the residents are 
handicapped. 

How does Gordon travel when 
he's outside? 

“An ambulance is my transpor- 
tation,”he salid. 

However，Gordon said one of 
these days he'l get his license 
from the Department of Motor 
Vehicles to _ drive his _ electric 
wheelchair on the streets. 

As to bis needs,， Gordon said he 
didn't _ need anything，but his 
friend Tony needed a dresser. 

Even though there are no Spe- 
cific needs, mmoney would help. 下

WRITER ON CHINA 
PEARL BUCK DIES 


DANBY，Vt, 一 Pearl S$. Buck， 
author of more than 85 books， 
mostly on Chinese themes，died 
March 6 at the age of 80. Born in 
America, Miss Buck went to China 
as an infant，and spent most of 
her first forty years there. Miss 
Buck did not publish her first 
book until she was 38，but two 
years later she received the Pulitzer 
Prnze for her novel “The Good 
Earth and in 1938 she became 


_the only American woman to win 


the Nobel Prize for Literature,， on 
the basis of six of her works on 
China.。 Miss Buck's works have 
been translated into more lan- 
guages than those of any other 
American writer. With the wealth 
her writing brought her, Miss Buck 
established the Pearl SBuck 
Foundation for aiding Asian chil- 
dren fathered and abandoned by 
American servicemen。 Her most 
recent novel, “All Under Heaven,” 
appeared in print less than a week 
before she died, and another novel 
of contemporary China,，“The Red 
了 Earth,” was in progress at the time 
of her death .
